“Statesmen So Busy “Soaking” 
Roosevelt They Let Expend- 
itures Mount in Happy 


Go Lucky Way.

Washington, D. C., March 10.—[Special. }— 
Franklin MacVeagh, secretary of the treas- 
‘ury, enters upon control of the finances of 
the nation under much better auspices than 
gome people imagine. The treasury situa- 
tion generally, instead of being a thing which 
ought to cause alarm, can be adjusted readily 
to the needs of the country, and particularly 
to the revision of the tariff, if the proper au- 
thorities in congress will stop playing peanut 
politics and attend to the business for which 
they were elected. 

It is true Mr. Taft and Mr. MacVeagh be- 
gin an administration which is confronted 
with a large deficit. The government has 
been paying out more money than it,re- 
ceived, and as a general principle this is a 
condition of affairs which can have but one 
ending, and that bankruptcy, unless a rem- 
edy is applied. 

On the other hand, the treasury has ac- 
cumulated a large surplus in cash, which at 
times has been a source of embarrassment, 
and which it has been necessary to distribute 
among banks to keep the mgpey in circula- 
tion. Another fact not generally known is 
that the rate of the deficit’s increase becomes 
smaller and smaller every day. Congress, 
by reducing expenditures, can stop the deficit 
aitogéther, and if the new tariff bill is 
handled properly there will be plenty of rev- 
enue without much reduction in expenditures. 


Too Busy Soaking' Roosevelt. 

For the last year or so the statesmen in 
the appropriations committee of the house 
have been sa busy soaking Roosevelt 
that they have neglected their duties in other 
directions and have allowed appropriations 
to climb up in spite of the repeated warnings 
of Cortelyou. , 

Many people imagine that if the tariff is 
reduced there will be a reduction in revenue. 
This would be so if it were proposed to take 
a lot of things which now pay large revenue 
and put them on the free list. Nobody ex- 
pects amything of that kind will be done 
under Taft administration. What is 
proposed is that certain articles now heavily 

N ed to lower tariff 
rates. 

That means, if it means anything at all, 


In the case of a good many of the most high- 
ly protected articles our tariff now is prac- 
tically prohibitory. Take sugar, for instance. 
The importations of refined sugar for the 
last fiscal year amounted to only $346,790 in 
value, while the raw sugar imported, includ- 
ing both cane and beet, was valued at $80,- 
000,000 in round numbers, 


Would Mean More Importations. 


In other words, the duty on the finished 
product, the beneficiary of which was the 
sugar trust, which has just been convicted 
of defrauding the government by false 
weights, was absolutely prohibitory. On 
the other hand, the duty on raw or partly 
manufactured sugar, which is the basig of 
the sugar trust’s products, was low enough 
to permit the importation of $80,000,000 
worth. 

It is obvious, therefore, that if the duty on 
raw sugar were left just where it is and the 
duty on refined sugar were reduced there 
would be increased importation of the fin- 
ished product, the result being larger rev- 
enues for the government and smaller profita 
for a trust which was not content with its 


trick of endeavoring to cheat Uncle Sam, 
who is fostering this industry, by making 
use of false weights and thus depriving the 
government of much needed revenue. 

In the same way the duty on lumber, which 
ie. fixed at $2 a thousand, seems to be a 
mall item when one compares it with the 
great increase in the retail price of lumber 
since the Dingley bill was enacted nearly 
twelve years ago. The importations of lum- 
ber last year were valued at $15,212,788. 


Should No Longer Be Bugaboo.

New York, March 10.—[ Special. Theodore 
Roosevelt, the nation’s only living ex-presi- 
dent, today paid his first visit to the city ase 
private citizen since the night of March 4 
when he rode swiftly across Manhattan is- 
land in an automobile on hie way to Oyster 
Bay. On that occasion Mr. Roosevelt sat in 
a dark corner of the car and no one saw him 
except when he left the machine at Long 
Island City to take the train for home.

„„ ne Is Recognized Once. 

It was the first time in a half dosen or so 
years that Theodore Roosevelt had come to 
New York unannounced, and that may pos- 
sibly account for the slight attention he 
attracted. Only at one period in his travels 
today was Roosevelt recognized and that was 
when the Long Island ferry boat was feeling 
its way through the fog to the Manhattan 
shore. When he entered the women’s cabin 
with his companion he found the seats all 
occupied. Half a dozen men jumped to 
their feet when they recognised the teeth 
and smile and offered their seats to the 
young women with him. She took one of 
them. Mr. Roosevelt himself declined to sit 
and waved the occupants of the other seats 
back into them. 4 

Mr. Roosevelt left his home at Sagamore 
Hill before 7 o'clock and drove over the 
muddy shore road to the railroad station at 
Oyster Bay. He was accompanied by Miss 
Cornelia Landon, daughter of Henry H. 
Landon of 19 East Firty-third street, New 
York, who had been visiting Miss Ethel 
Roosevelt for a few days. 

Miss Landon was one of the autumn debu- 
tantes, as was Miss Roosevelt, and the two 
are great chums. Kermit Roosevelt, who is 
coming to the city every day nearly in fitting 
out for the African hunting trip, rode to the 
city on an earlier train and carried Miss 
Landon’s suitcase, so that the ex-president 
didn’t have to see it. 


School Political Economy Discussed. 

While they were waiting at the Oyster 
Bay station for the 7:58 train to start, the 
ex-president and the debutante talked gayly 
upon various subjects of interest to both. 
Miss Landon carried a school book on politi- 
cal economy under her arm and this gave 
Mr. Roosevelt one good opening. He wanted 
to know all about how she was getting on 
in the study and told her it was one of the 
most valuable and interesting studies she 
would have. Miss Landon laughingly told 
Mr. Roosevelt she was finding it extremely 
interesting and that if she didn’t like it, she 
wouldn’t have taken the book to Sagamore 
Hell with her. 

When Mr. Roosevelt and Miss Landon got 
on the train, they went into the chair car 
and the ex-president excused himself while 
he read a machine Republican morning 
newspaper. While he was glancing over the 
paper he was keeping up a rapid fire con- 
versation with his young companion so that 
she had no opportunity to get lonely. 

The train reached Long Island City at 9:01 
o’c.ock and the crowd of commuters filed 
through the gates quickly in order to get 
seats on the ferry boat if possible Mr. 
Roosevelt frequently found it necessary to 
elbow a path for Himself and his companion. 
He appeared to take great delight in the 
few impromptu football rushes in which he 
participated. When the ferryboat nosed its 
way through the dlanket of fog and en- 
tered its Manhattan slip there was a rush 
tor the trolley cars that had little regard 
for the feelings of a man who for years has 
had a squad of guardians to prevent him 
trom being jostied. 


Scorns to Enter Big Rush. 

Mr. Roosevelt protected Miss Landon as 
much as he could and scorned to participate 
in the foot race for seats on the cross town 
cars.

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STEAMERS COLLIDE; ONE SUNK 


Other Vessel Is Run Aground to 
Save Lives of Seventy. | 


WIRELESS IN A WILD HUNT.’ 


Fifty Stations Try to Locate Scene of 
Accident in the Fog. ‘ 


Chatham, Mass., March 10.—[Special.]— 
The steamers Horatio Hall of the Maine 
Steamship line, from Portland to New York, 
and H. F. Dimock of the Metropolitan line, 
from New York for Boston, collided in the 
fog in Pollock Rip slough today. The Han 
went down in half an hour and the Dimock 
ran ashore on Cape Cod beach four hours 
later. No lives were lost. 

A wireless message which the operator of 
the Hall sent broadcast spread the news of 
the collision, which occurred at 8 a. m., but, 
as he failed to give the position, details of 
the disaster did not become known unt the 
Dimock came ashore after 2 p. m. During the 
six hours of silence, haif a hundred wireless 
stations from Portland to New London were 
vainly 6ndeavoring to obtain some news of 
the wreck, while the revenue cutter Gresham 
scurried up and down the coast in a vain ef- 
fort to render assistance. 

As the fog cleared away in the early after- 
noon, the Dimock was seen heading for the 
beach, and half an hour later a boat crew 
with the five passengers from the Hall, in- 
cluding two Women, landed safely on Cape 
Cod beach, and told the story of the accident 
of the early morning. 

Error in Signals Cause. 

The Horatio Hall left Portland last night 
with five passengers and a crew of forty. 
The Dimock left New York yesterday after- 
noon and both ran into the fog off Massa- 
chusetts soon after midnight. 

Although accounts vary, it is apparent 
there was a misunderstanding of signals, 
for shortly after 8 o’clock the two steamers 
suddenly loomed out of -the fog and before 
either could sheer off they met in a crushing 
jar. The sharp nose of the Dimock went 
through the side of the Hall abreast of the 
mainmast and had sufficient force to pene- 
trate fifteen or twenty feet into its body. 

Capt. Thompson of the Dimock started to 
back his steamer, but, seeing that he might 
save those on board, sent it full speed ahead, 
held ite nose into the jagged rent in the Hall, 
and pushed the latter over toward the shoal 
water on the side of the slough. 


Passengers Pulled to Safety. 

The five passengers: on the Halk were 
dragged over the tangled mass of wreckage 
to the deck of the Dimock:

ing a Freater part of the crew left it in six 


lifeboats and rowed over to the Metropolitan 
liner, but Capt. Jewell, hig pilot, mate, and 
two seamen decided to remain in the pilot 
house of the Hall, although only a few feet 
above the water. 


Dimock Driven to Beach. 

The Dimock remained near the scene until 
11:15, and then Started slowly north. Its 
forward bulkheads held, but on its starboard 
side a few feet from the bow was a hole eight 
feet long which reached to the water line. 

The vessel had not gone far, when it was 
geen that it was listing badly, and, fearing 
that the bulkheads might collapse, Capt. 
Thompeon ordered the two women from the 
Hall and two other women passengers into 
one of the lifeboats and told the men that if 
the steamer went down he would endeavor to 
clear away the rest of the lifeboats, but that 
the women must be saved first. Under these 
conditions the Dimock crept slowly in until

Capt. Charles then rowed ashore and sum- 
moned to his ald the crew and boats of the 
Old Harbor and Nauset stations, and all 
three life saving crews, in spite of the heavy 
surf driving up on the beach, landed seventy 
men and women before dark. 

Within an hour after the Dimock had gone 
ashore the tugs Orion and Underwriter and a 
wrecking outfit left Boston to assist it. The 
weather tonight was favorable for wrecking 
operations, and there was some hope of say- 
ing the vessel. Capt, Thompson and his 
crew decided to remain on board for the 
night. 

The revenue cutter Gresham started for the 
scene of the collision this afternoon. At 
dark the cutter was heard firing guns off 
Monomoy point In an effort to locate the Hall, 
The steamer lies in twenty-four feet of wa- 
ter in Pollock Rip Slue and is a dangerous 
menace to coastwise navigation. It is not 
known whether it can be saved. 


WARNS OF SOFT DRINK HABIT. 


Dr. Wiley, Government Chemist, Says 
Many Beverages Contain Caffeine 
and a Deadly Drug. 


Washington, D. C., March 10.—The dan- 
gers of the soft drink habit and the inno- 
cence with which girls become addicted to 
it were emphasized tonight by Dr. Harvey 
W. Wiley, the government’s pure food ex- 
pert, in a lecture before 100 girl students of 
the Holy Cross academy. 

% If you only knew what I know about what 
these soft drinks contain you would abstain 
from them,” he said. ‘It will surprise you 
to know that most of them contain more 
caffeine than coffee and a drug which is more 
deadly. I have collected more than 100 sam- 
ples of soft drinks sold at soda fountains, and 
each contains caffeine, and many of them a 
deadly drug.“ 

Dr. Wiley asserted that he was fully cog- 
nizant of the army of enemies he had made 
in trying to protect the public against harm- 
ful foods, and he added that he probably 
would make many more in an endeavor to 
rid the country of deception and fraud tn 


food products.

|CITY GETS PLAGUE WEAPON 


Legislature, Grants Right to Tu- 
bereulosis Sanitoria. 


Petitions Will Be Rushed Out When 
Governor Signs Bill. 


Illinois lined up with the other great states 
of the union yesterday in the war on the 
white plague when the legislature passed 
the Glackin bill authorizing the establish- 
ment of municipal sanitoria. 

The bill will be hurried immediately to the 
governor and signed. Then, by virtue of an 
emergency clause, it will become effective 
at once. Petitions which have been prepared 
and are waiting in the offices of the Chicago 
Tuberculosis institute will be rushed out to 
be signed and submitted to the coufity clerk. 
They must be filed by Saturday to have the 
question submitted to a referendum at the 
April election. Only 100 signatures are neo- 
essary. 

The men who have fought for some such 
legislation for almost a decade are confident 
that the people will approve the measure. 

I have no doubt that the people will vote 
favorably when the question is brought be- 
fore them on the little ballot,” said Dr. 
George W. Webster, president of the state 
board of health. Commissioner Evans is 
for it, and that means much. I believe that 
Chicago is too well educated in matters of 
health to dream of preventing this important 
forward step. It is a shame it was not done 
long ago. . 

Provides One Mill Tax. 

The bill provides that a tax of 1 mil may 
be levied on all taxable property for the cre- 
ation of a “‘municipal sanatorium fund. 
This amount, which is in excess of the 5 per 
cent constitutional limit, has been pro- 
nounced constitutional by Corporation Coun- 
sel Brundage and Attorney General Stead. 
The Chicago sanatorium will be administered 
by a board of three directors appointed by 
Mayor Busse. 

“The, sanatorium will accomplish three 
objects.” said Health Commissioner Evans 
last night. It will cure a large number of 
cases at an early stage. It will instruct con- 
sumptives how they must live to get weil, 
and how not to be @ menace to their fellows. 
It will teach well people how to keep well. 

„About 3,600 persons die in Chicago from 
consumption each year. There are at all 
times in the city about 10,000 consumptives. 
Of this number 3,000 are easily curable and 
6,000 curable without much difficulty. That 
is the problem we have to meet, and this isa 
long step toward conquering it.” 


Three Things Necessary. 

Dr. Theodore B. Sachs declared that of all 
the large cities in the country Chicago has 
proportionately the least provision for bat- 
tling with the disease. 

“Three things are necessary.“ he said. 

„ First, is an institution to take care of 
advanced cases. The new institution being 
built by the county will accommpdate about 
300 patients. 

‘* Second. is a system of tuberculosis clinics. 
There are eight supported by the Chicago 
Tuberculosis institute, but many more are 
needed. 

“Third, is an institution for incipient 
cases. There are only 50 to Us beds availabie 
in the city for this purpose. The proposed 
sanatorium should provide for not less than 
300 to 500 beds.” 

“The municipal sanatorium will probably 
be out on a farm where the people can live 
and sleep in the open and work in the flelds,” 
said Dr. Arnold C. Klebe The colony

Springfield, II., March 10.—[Special. }—The 
Illinois 7 1 company will ask the state leg - 
islature för an act to authorize the filling in 
of 230 Acres of lake lands between Seventy- 
ninth street and the Calumet river, promis- 
ing to pay a reasonable price for the land 
which it. wishes to make gnd for the land 
which it already has taken. 

Attorney Kemper K. Knapp, general coun- 
sel for the company, was in Springfield today 
consulting with members of the assembly 
regarding the enabling bill which will be 
brought down next week and introduced. 
He, in behalf of the steel company, has raised 
the question of public policy to aid him in 
convincing the assembly that it is to the best 
interests of the state to grant the company 
the right to expand and enlarge its plant 
rather than to force an enlargement of the 
plant at Gary because of the lack of facilities 
in Illindis. 

The company desires to obtain a clear title 
to the made land which it now occupies, and, 
sfurther, to secure the right to fill in the ad- 

ditional 250 acres needed in the development 
of the South Chicago mills. . 

Would Pay “Reasonable” Price. 

The land which the company desires to re- 
claim extends a varying distance into the 
lake, beginning at Seventy-sixth street and 
forming a triangular section down to the 
mouth of the Calumet. The price which the 
company is willing to pay is not mentioned 
in more specific terms than are included in 
the word reasonable.“ 

What it considers would de a reasonable 
price may be understood when it is men- 
tioned that the Indiana legislature has given 
the right to riparian owners to fill into 
navigable waters at the price of $25 an acre; 
that a condemnation suit brought to secure 
riparian rights for park purposes resulted 
in a verdict of $100 an acre, and that the 
report of the master in chancery in the suit 
brought against the steel company to re- 
cover lands already taken at South Chicago 
suggested $80 an acre as the proper value of 
made lands in that vicinity.

Michael M. Donnelly of Napoleon, president 
of the Ohio German Fire Insurance com- 
pany, and judge of the Third judicial dis- 
trict Circuit court of Ohio, was indicted 
here late today by the Lucas county grand 
jury on five counts. Two counts charge 
Judge Donnelly with perjury, two charge 
him with embezzlement, and one, embezzle- 
ment and obtaining money under false pre- 


tenses. 


“rhe indietments caused one of the biggest 
sensations here and throughout this section 
of the state since the famous Toledo ice trust 
sentences by Judge R. R. Kinkade. 


Basis of the Indictments. 

The indictments grew out of an investiga- 
tion by the Lucas county grand jury of the 
affairs of the insurance company, which was 
recently barred from doing business in Ohio 
by State Insurance Commissioner C. C. Lem- 
mert, and charge that the accused swore to 
statements made to State Insurance Com- 
missioner Lemmert, showing the company 
in first class condition financially when he 
knew such statements to be false, and that 
securities, represented as belonging to the 
concern, were borrowed from certain banks 
for the occasion. 

The grand jury charges that reports were 
deliberately falsified in that unpaid losses to 
the amount of $300,000 were covered up and 
the terms of practically every policy written 
for a term longer than one year shortened in 
statements to reduce the company’s liability 
on its unearned premium account. 

Misapplication of the funds of the company 
is the basis for the embezzlement charges 
which allege that he applied funds of the 
company to paying interest on personal 
loans.

They united in the dec- 
ration that they would stand on the pend- 
ing adjustment. 

Engineer Arnold expects to have all the in-

the manufacturers of the exact quotations at 
which they. sold.supplies and equipment to 
the Chicago Railways company. He then 
will be able to determine whether the Rail- 
ways company actually paid less for the ma- 
teria] than appears in its joint account with 
the city. 

The chairman of the board also will know 
whether the joint account with the Railways 
company has been charged with legal ex- 
penses incurred in the reorganization of the 
old Union Traction company into the new 
concern. 

Conference to Be Called. 

The plan is to call a conference of all the 
interested officials as soon as Mr. Arnold is 
ready to report. The city will be represented 
by Controller Wilson and Traction Counsel 
Fisher and the companies by their respective 
presidents and counsel. All the questioned 
items will be discussed and an attempt made 
60 dispose of them by mutual agreement 

If this proves impossible because of the 
opposition of either the city or the com- 
panies the whole matter will be thrown into 
the board of supervising engineers and a 
formal hearing with the presentation of 
lengthy arguments probably will ensue. 
Finally, the items will be disposed of by a 
formal vote of the members of the board. 

In this situation the city has a tremendous 
advantage over the companies. Controller 
Wilson contends that many items in the joint 
account should be in the company’s in- 
dividual account. He is backed up by George 
Weston, the engineer representing the city 
on the board. Mr. Arnold also has indicated 
these items should be 


= eliminated. As each board is composed of 


three members the city probably will have 
two votes in favor of its demands to one in 
opposition. 

Although Attorney Fisher holds that. the 
board of engineers has absolute power to dis- 
pose of all the disputed itemeat this time, the 
attorneys for the companies argue that the 
period in which any correction of last year’s 
account could be made has lapsed.

Judge Windes Breaks Up Build- 
ing and Renting Company. 


OBEYS SUPREME COURT RULE 


Decision Imperils Corporations Valued 
at $150,000,000. 


A recent ruling of the Illinols Supreme 
court against the Imperial Building com- 
rany, which was charged by the open board 
of trade with violating the statute prohibit- 
ing corporations to own real estate for rent- 
ing purposes, may serve to dissolve every 
Illinois corporation holding and leasing real 


estate. 

Danger to interests of an estimated value 
of more than §150,000,000 is seen in the appli- 
cation of the higher court’s ruling, made by 
Judge Windes when he entered an ouster de- 
cision against the Merrimac Building com- 
pany yesterday. 

In handing down his decision, which will 
have the effect of breaking up the Merrimac 
Building company, Judge Windes said he 
recognized the farreaching importance of the 
precedent thus established, but he declared 
he could not take any other position, in view 
of the recent opinion by the Supreme court. 
He admitted the likelihood of the higher 
tribunal reversing his decision, 

Corporation attorneys, discussing the novel 
situation, predicted that the United States 
Supreme court would reverse the decision of 
the state court if the latter failed to do so. 
It was pointed out that the statute prohibit- 
ing the holding of real estate by corporations 
for renting purposes was a relic of the old 
prejudice against corporations, 


Many Companies Affected. 

Under the application made by Judge 
Windes, almost every safety vault company 
downtown and many office buildings are in 
the same position as the Merrimac company. 

The Merrimac Building company was or- 
ganized by E. E. Prussing and. Edward 
Borneman in 1896 to erect and rent the Stew- 
art building at the northwest corner of State 
and Washington streets. After $425,000 stock 
had been subscribed, a charter was issued. 
Six months later $600,000 was invested in con- 
struction of the building. The incorporators 
obtained a ground lease assignment for nine- 
ty-nine years from H. H. Kohlsaat, but short- 
ly afterward John C. Patterson, owner of a 
one-twelfth interest in the land, began fore- 
closure proceedings. Circuit, Appellate, and 
Supreme courts found in favor of the stock- 
holders. 

Immediately following the Supreme court 
decision against the Imperial building, quo 
warranto proceedings were begun against the 
Merrimac Building company by Frank A. 
Bingham, attorney, with the permission of 
the then State’s Attorney Healy. It was 
averred that the Merrimac Building com- 
pany was unlawfully acting as a legal cor- 
poration. The petition declared that under 
the Imperial Building company decision the 
lower court coyld not act otherwise than to 
enter an order of ouster. Judge Windes 


Chicago Concerns Involved. 

At least twenty-eight Chicago concerns, 
with capital stock amounting to $20,000,000, 
are involved in the application of the Su- 
preme court’s ruling made by Judge Windes. 
If it should happen that the Supreme court 
affirms the decision, the charters of these 
corporations would have to be worked out 
through bills in chancery. It would mean 
endless litigation, suits to dissolve these 
corporations, d receivership proceedings.

JUDGES WILL MEET TODAY 
TO DISCUSS PRACTICE ACT. 


Simplified Procedure Plans Will Be De- 
bated— Windes Expresses Favor for 
the Gilbert Measure. 


Judges of the Superior court will meet late 
this afternoon in Judge Brentano’s court- 
room to again consider measures for the im- 
provement of the practice act and methods of 
procedure which will simplify practice. It 
is believed that the committee of judges ap- 
pointed last Saturday to draft suitable 
changes will be able to report at this meet- 
ing instead of at a meeting which was to 


have been called for that purpose on Satur- | 


day. 

The proposed changes in the practice act, 
many of which are embodied in the Gilbert 
bill now before the legislature, is the sole 
topic of interest in legal circles. The only 
way apparently in which the judges and at- 
torneys disagree is as to the methods that 
should be adopted to bring about the desired 
change. 

Judge Windes is of the opinion that no other 
bill should be considered along with the bill 
prepared by Hiram T. Gilbert as it might 
cause a delay in securing immediate legisla- 
tive relief, but his view is opposed by certain 
other judges. It has been suggestéd that the 
measures should be gone over carefully by a 
committee of lawyers appointed by Gov. De- 
neen. yO 
Judge Windes regards the following provi- 
sions of the Gilbert act as commendable: 

Keeping of records in the clerks’ offices. 

Regulations as to master in chancery and partic- 
ularly that they be placed upon a salary basis, 

Stenographic and typewriting departments. 

Provisions in regard to common law and equity 
pleadings. 

Preparation of records for the reviewing courts, 


Methods of procedure in court trials. 


Provisions in relation to the appointment of re- 
* celvers.

The Rev. Wm. Forkell Too Busy 
to Preach but Once a Week. 


Is A GOOD BOND SALESMAN, 


Threatens to Resign, and Aurora Board 
Grants His Demands. 


When preaching interferes with business— 
this applies especially to stocks and bonds 
then give up preaching. 

That is the way the Rev. William Forkell, 
pastor of the People’s church, the wealthi- 
est congregation in Aurora, looks at the 
proposition. Hs has consented to remain 
as pastor of the Aurora church only on 
cordition that he be given six days a week 
to attend to business in Chicago. 

The Rev. Mr. Forkell is employed in the 
offices of Duke Farson, stocks and bonds, 
238 La Salle street, and he is said to be 
one of the firm’s best salesmen. Preaching 
at funerals, marrying parishioners, and call- 
ing upon members of his flock so inter- 
fered with the pastor’s worldly pursuits that 
he determined to resign. 

1 can’t afford to spend half of my time 
in church work.“ he is said to have told 
My business in Chi- 
cago is getting larger every day. I can't 
attend to the bond business and spiritual 
affairs both, so I will have fo resign.” 


Board Members Finally Give In. 

Mr. Forkell, it seems, is a good preacher 
as well as a good bond salesman. Members 
of the church board at first argued the mat- 
ter with him, but the salary, which the pas- 
tor received from the stock and bond trede 
overbalanced all arguments. 

“But suppose you just preach once on 
Sunday,” pleaded one of the members of 
the board, “ would that hurt your business 
any?" 

Probably I could do that,” consented the 
minister. But, remember, I will preach 
only once on Sunday. No prayer meetings or 
church sociables or weddings or funerald or 
anything lke that.“ 

So the matter was reluctantly arranged and 
it was agreed that six days and part of Sun- 
day should belong exclusively to the pastor. 

The members of the People's church are 
among the advanced element of the 
emall city of Aurora. The favorite motto of 
the congregation is Do Right for Right's 
Sake, and Not Because of a Fear of Brim 
stone and a Smell of Sulphur or for a Prom- 
ised Heavenly Reward.” The members have 
felt that they were beyond “childish bib- 
lical fables.” 


“Newfangled” Doctrines Spurned. 


While a majority of the church members 
are said to be among the materialistic,” it 
is declared that many in the congregation are 
in favor of abandoning the newfangled ” 
doctrines and going back to the “ good old 
religion.“ 

„The Rev. Mr. Forkell has carefully re- 
trained from mentioning heaven's golden 
shores’ or ‘hell's raging furnaces,“ said 
one of the minister's friends, and some of 
the congregation are growing restless be- 
cause they have not been threatened with | 
future chastisement or stimulated with 
hopes of grand rewards. Probably the néxt 
preacher we get will be one of the old fabh- 
joned kind.“ 

This “ nervousness on the part of some of 
the church members, however, is not wor- 
rying at pastor at all, for, although he has 
consented.to remain, he has made his con- 
sent only tentative. He will stay until June, 
perhaps later. But it is thoroughly under- 
stood that business before preaching 18 
the only condition on which he will remain 
for any length of time.

The measure primarily is designed to take 
the question of finances, as applied to teach- 
ers’ salaries, out of the hands of the city 
council and the board of education. It is 
proposed to divide the annual school budget 
into three separate funds, a general fund 
to be raised at a stated rate of taxation to 
be used exclusively for payment of teachers’ 
salaries, a buildings, equipment, and, main- 
tenance fund, and a special fund to cover 
miscellaneous expenses, as salaries of offi- 
elals of the board of education, schoo! em- 
‘ployés,. etc. 


Call for Subscriptions. 

Information that a call for subscriptions 
from.the members of the Teachers’ federa- 
tion, independent teachers, and principals in 
the Chicago schools, with the suggestion ”’ 
that teachers contribute from 83 te $5, and 
principals from $10 to. $25, to provide a fund 
for legislative uses, became public yester- 
day.

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COAL CONFERENCE 


MAY BRING BREAK 


Operators and Miners in the 
Anthracite Fields Will 
Meet Today. 


BOTH READY FOR WAR. 


a 
Workers’ Demands for Changes 
in Agreement Probably 
Will Fail. 


Philadelphia, Pa., March 10.—[Special.]J— 
Representatives of the United Mineworkers 
and the coal operators will meet here tomor- 
row in the first of a series of conferences at 
which a new working agreement to replace 
the three year one, which expires on April 1, 
wil be discussed. 

There are fears that the meeting will result 
in a disagreement, which will make possible 
either a great strike or a lockout in the an- 
thracite field. The operators, who long have 
wanted to adopt more belligerent attitudes, 
but who were held in check by the determina- 
tion of Roosevelt to prevent trouble and keep 
inviolate the agreement his commission 
gained, have taken courage with his retire- 
ment and it is probable they will carry the 
fight to the workers, refusing all of their 
demands. 

The miners, on the other hand, are pre- 
pared for a failure to obtain the demands 
they have made, and President Lewis al- 
ready has laid plans for the calling of a con- 
vention of the hard coal miners at Shamokin, 
Pa., within two weeks, to decide on further 
course of action if their demands receive no 
favorable action tomorrow. 

Peril Seen by Retailers. 

That the peril of a shut down, either by 
Strike or lockout, is recognized by the coal 
trade in general is shown by a statement in 


. the official organ of the retail coal dealers. 


In a recent article in that paper it was stated 
that the dealers expected a shut down for a 
time at least during the conference. It fur- 
ther intimates that a strike or lockout would 
not be a surprise. 

President Lewis and officials of three an- 
thracite districts met tonight to draw up the 
final plans for the first conference. It is 
known that they have prepared a list of eig 
demands for changes in the present agree- 
ment which is practically identical with that 
drawn up by the Roosevelt strike commission 
in settling the coal strike, which lasted from 
May to October, 1902. The new demands go 
back in most points to matters which were 
then sifted by the Roosevelt commission. 

The first of the new demands is that all dis- 
putes between operators and men shall be 
settled under an agreement to be drawn up 
between the representatives of miners and 
operators. This is considered by the op- 
erators as aimed at an eight hour day. 


Demand for Union Recognition. 

Another demand calls for a recognition of 
the United Mineworkers of America, a ques- 
tion which came up in 1902, and was decided 
adversely by the Roosevelt commission. It 
also calls for recognition of their right to 
provide any method we may adopt for thecol- 
lection of revenues for the organization.” 
This is thought to be a move to have the 
union dues paid by the operators and taken 
from the workers’ wages. 

In all previous disputes with their men the 
operators have been positive in their de- 
termination to pay the men the full amount 


cot their wages and leave them to use their 
money as they choose, although the agents 


of the union have been allowed to be pres- 
ent when the men were paid for the purpose 
of collecting the union dues. One of ...e 
greatest difficulties the union officers would 
have.is the ,collection of dues. 

The system proposed would greatly 
etrengthen their organization besides shift- 
ing the burden of keeping up the union treas- 
ury on to the operators who would have to 
take between 580,000 and $85,000 every month 
out of the wages of their men. 


Operators to Delay Reply. 

The conference of operators and mine 
tenders will begin tomorrow morning at 11 
o'clock. While they do not expect all of their 
demands to be granted, the mine workers 
will present each in detail and will submit 
with each one a brief argument. This prob- 
ably will take up the entire first day. It 
is expected the operators will take a day or 
more to consider the requests of the miners 
before making their formal answer. 

Among the miners’ officials who arrived to- 
day were several who came from Harrisburg, 
where they had been watching legislation 
in which the mine workers are interested. 
There was some speculation over the object 
of the state government in asking the legis- 
lature to increase the state police force from 
200 to 300 men. 

It was declared in authoritative circles that 
the state officials long ago decided to in- 
crease the force, and that the bill intro- 
duced last night was not prompted by any 
fear that an extra force would be necessary

WELCOME READY AT MOMBASA. 

MOMBASA. British East Africa, March 10.

Prospects for Hunting Good. 

The prospects for good hunting this season 
are apnsidered excellent. Many of the settle- 
ments in the outlying districts, realizing the 
increasing interest in the prospect for sport 
because of the coming of Mr. Roosevelt, are 
voluntarily sending in information about the 
movements of game. 

According to a dispatch received here to- 
day a record group of lions, numbering 
thirty-two, was seen on the Nandi plateau 
yesterday at a point about fifty miles north 
of Port Florence. Among them were three 
huge males. 

Four families of giraffes have been seen 
at Makindu, 200 miles inland from here on 
the line of the Uganda raflroad. and elephants 
have been seen at Elburgon, 475 miles inland 
on the railroad, and along the Sabaki river 
not far to the north of Mombasa.

Chicago Tea and Coffee Dealers

Washington, D. C., March 10.—It was au- 
thoritatively learned tonight that the new 
tariff bill, which will be submitted to the 
house at the special session by the ways and 
means committee, will contain the following 
recommendations: 

Lead and copper, no change. 

Sugar, no change. 

Iron ore, placed on free list. 

Rails and billets, substantially reduced. 

Pig iron, 25 per cent reduction. 

Textiles, graduated tariff on high grade 
cotton and silk goods, an increased tax; on 


medium grade, no change; on low grade, a 


reduced tariff. 

Speaker Cannon and Representative Vree-. 
land today conferred with the Republican 
members of the ways and means committee 
regarding the provisions of the new bill. It 
was understood that the new features of the 
bill, the new provision reviving the war 
revenue tax and the inheritance tax section, 
were thoroughly explained to the speaker. 
Mr. Cannon desires to become thoroughly 
familiar with the tariff measure in order to 


‘speed its passage through the house in ac- 


cordance with the understanding reached at 
the White house conference of Monday. 


Provisions to Increase Revenues. 

In order to compensate in a measure for the 
general reduction of duties contained in the 
bill the subcommittee hag incorporated sev- 
eral provisions which are expected to in- 
crease the revenues. These provisions are 
remedial in character; tending to prevent 
undervaluations and other methodsby which 
the ambiguity of the Dingley law is taken 
advantage of. 

To prevent the practice by which goods 
imported are not assessed at their full value 
the committee has incorporated a provision 
which will make it possible for the appraiser 
to dase the value on articles according to the 
wholesale market prices here in connection 
with the wholesale price at the point of pro- 
duction abroad.

It js a fact not generally known, apparently,

For the first ten 
days of this month the increase in customs 
revenue alone amounts to about $3,000,000, 
and from internal revenue nearly a million 
more. 8

} penditures, which for this fiscal year are 
over $30,000,000 more than they were last 
year, or just about the same as the present 
rate of deficit. 

It ought to be a simple matter for the 
house of representatives and the senate to 
provide revenue enough in the new tariff 
bill without disturbing business conditions. 
The people should be on their guard against 
the proposition to revive the most obnoxious 
features of the war revenue act of 1898, on 
the plea that more revenue js needed. 

A tax upon bank checks and commercial 
paper ig no more necessary now than it was 
twenty years ago. Even under the stimulus 
of war excitement it did not produce revenue 
enough to justify the vast annoyance in- 
flicted upon the business public. 


Scheme of Protected Interests. 

The present purpose of reviving this scheme 
of raising revenue is merely in the interest of 
certain overprotected manufacturers. Every 
time a revision of the tariff is proposed these 
gentlemen always put their friends in con- 
gress up to the idea of incré&sing the internal 
revenue. The object of this, of course, is to 
furnish money enough so there may be no 
temptation to abolish prohibitory tariffrates 


for the purpose of providing revenue. 

The tax on bank checks and commercial 
paper, as has been explained, produces a 
minimum of revenue with 4 maximum of 
annoyance to the people. The entire amount 
of all probable deficits during the next year 
could be provided by doubling the tax on beer 
and other fermented liquots, as was done 
during the Spanish war time. A tax of 5 cents 
a pound on coffee and 10 cents 4 pound on tea 
would alone be sufficient to wipe out the 
deficit on the basis of the figures naw estab- 
lished by the treasury. 

When to that is added the Increased rev- 
enue to be derived from lower rates on lum- 
ber, steel, plate glass, sugar, and some other 
necessities it will not be so difficult for the 
government to have plenty of money at its 
disposal, provided congress will listen to the 
warning sent to it by Cortelyou, who ex- 
plained as so many secretaries have done and 
| as so many others will do, that congress is 
criminally negligent because it does not 
agree upon a general budget, but continues 
to appropriate money for all sorts of objects 
and in all sort# of amounts without the 
slightest relation, apparently, and with but 
little concern for probable revenue. 


Responsibility Rests with Congress. 

Secretary MacVeagh will find somewhat to 
his astonishment perhaps that, although he 
is charged with the duty of sending in esti- 
mates to congress, he cannot scale down the 
figures to meet the probable revenue, and 
congress, instead of adopting a general 
budget, makes its appropriations in a happy 
go lucky way, so that if at the special ses- 
sion this spring a tariff bill were to be ar- 
ranged which would produce $100,000,000 sur- 
plus every year, the same congress at its 
next session, judging by past performances, 
might readily convert that annual surplus 
into an annual deficit. The responsibility for 
the deficit in the treasury does not rest with 
the president or the secretary of the treas- 
ury, but it does rest with congress, and it ts 
just as well that the people should under- 
stand this fact now as at any other time.

The general 
passenger agents say that a rate of 2% cents 
for strong lines and 3 cents for the weaker 
lines, as suggested by Judge McPherson, 
would scarcely be practicable. 

The interstate rates cannot be changed 
until after the required thirty days’ notice 
to the interstate commerce commission and 
public posting of tariffs for that length of 
time. It is stated that the restoration of 
the old fares in Missouri necessarily implies 
a readjustment of all interstate rates on 
routes passing through the state. ne of 
the results would undoubtedly be an increase 
of 5 cents in all rates from Chicago to points 
west of the Missouri river.

GOVERNORS FAVOR A NEW DATE. 


Executives of Several States Accept 


Invitation to Join Inauguration 
Change Committee, 


Washington, D. C., March 10.—Voicing 
their hearty approval and codperation in the 
movement to secure a change jin the in- 
Sugurating date to the last Thursday in 
April, the governors of a number of. states 
have accepted the invitation of the national 
committee on the proposed change to become 
members of that organization. 

This committee, which met here today, 
Was organized in 1902, and since that time 
has conducted a vigorous campaign for the 
proposed change.

AUSTRIAN HOUSE IN TUMULT;

Principals, Lord N orthland, and 
Mrs. Atherton Rebuked 
from the Bench. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 
EDINBURGH, March 10.—Lord Guthrie 
gave judgment today in the divorce suits of 
Capt. and Mrs, Stirling. tie granted Capt 


Stirling a divoree and denied Mrs. Stirling’s . 


suit. He awarded Capt. Stirling the custody 
of their child. Counsel for Mrs. Stirling 


| and Lord Northland announce their intention 


of appealing against the judgment. 

Lord Guthrie, in delivering his judgment, 
made some scathing remarks about the con- 
duct of all parties concerned. The evidence, 
he said, showed they had led selfish and 
idle lives. The mental endowments of Mrs, 
Stirling and Mrs. Atherton could not be reck- 
oned as high, he said, and the only useful 


occupation the two could ind on one Sunday 


seemed to consist of manicuring each other's 
nails. 

In dealing with Mrs, Stirling’s trip to Amer- 
ica, Lord Guthrie remarked she had spent 
her time on the voyage to New York in playing 
bridge whist with a totalstranger. With this 
total stranger she fiirted and even enter- 
tained an invitation to stay at his house. Her 
only letter to her husband was written with 
the purpose of making a selfish proposal of 
a separation on condition she received an 
annual allowanceof $3,750. 


Scores Both Women. 

After breaking up her home, she saw no 
unseemliness in frequenting restaurants and 
theaters with the man on whose account she 
had separated from her husband. 

In comparing the two women, Lord Guthrie 
said: 

“Mrs. Atherton was a lady by birth and 
was fitted to take a conspicuous place in 
society, but she had Seen ostracized by her 
own wrongdoing. The other was unable, by 
reason of her own incapacity, to adopt or ape 
the manners of society, to take an interest 
in its conventional pursuits, or to adhere to 
its standards. Both women seemed to hold 
@ poor opinion of their own sex. 

The decision of the court, which was a 
lengthy document, extending about five 
newspaper columns, was on the whole re- 
ceived with surprise, the reverse decision 
having been expected. It is not likely an ap- 
peal can be heard before next November. 

Lord Guthrie continued: Lord Northland 
looked a kindly, straight forward, and sen- 
sible man, and if Mrs. Stirling is resolved 
to fight the case it is part of the code of honor 
of such a man to stand by the woman and 
see her through. It has been proved that 
declarations of love were made by them, 
meaning by ‘love’ that feeling een 
sexes, which in absence of impedim leads 
to marriage. 


Shows Meeting of Couple. 

“Thereafter frequent and lengthened 
meetings took place between the two alone 
without the knowledge of the woman's hus- 
band. They began while she still resided 
with her husband and continued after she 
had been forbidden te see Northland. She 
knew she was being watched after she had 
abandoned her home. 

Neither Mrs. Stirling nor Lord Northland 
has been able to give any reasor’\ble ex- 
planation of these meetings. Lor’ North- 
land's visit to Mrs. Stirling's room in Am- 
berley cottage during the regatta week is 
not consistent with his innocence yith re- 
gard to the chained door inciden. at the 
Chesham street house. There is enough in, 
their admissions to leave no doubt about im- 
propriety having taken place. 

„The midnight visit of Lord Northland to 
Amberley cottage threw the duty of ex- 
plaining it on a footing of innocence on Lord 
Northland and Mrs. Stirling, and they failed 
to do so. If they deliberately chose to put 
hemselves in positions so compromising as 

the ordinary way to imply guilt, and if 
they were unable to give explanations to ac- 
count for them on the footing of innocence 
they could not complain if the ordinary in- 
ference were held inevitable.” 


WITTE S FATHER DEFENDS HER. 


Washington, D. C., March 10,—Denouncing 
as unjust the decision granting a divorce to 
Capt. Stirling from his wife, Charles H. Tay- 
lor of this city, Mrs. Stirling's father, tonight 
declared the court had completely ignored 
the ‘evidence incriminating Capt. Stirling, 
heeding only what he claimed was manufac- 
tured testimony damaging to Mrs. Stirling’s 
character.

Defense Plans to Plead Justifi- 
cation as Cause of Sen- 
ator’s Death. 


Nashvilie, Tenn, March 10.—([Special.}—

He contended Col. Dunean Cooper tired the 
shot which wounded his son, and that Sen- 
ator Carmack, if he tired at all, fred wildly.

cted, and entered Robin's shoulder. 

Mr. Garner made @ brilliant argument, and 
it was with difficulty a demonstration was 
prevented.

Carmack. The audience's attention was in- 
stantly diverted to the widow of the mur- 
dered man and quiet was maintained. 


Tells of the Shooting. 

After saying that the evidence of Bradford 
had been impeached and had initself shown 
him guilty as well as the Coopers, the at- 
torney turned to the actual shooting. He 
described how Carmack had stopped to talk 
to Mrs. Eastman. He repeated Mrs. Hast- 
man's testimony as to how she heard a voice 
behind her saying: Now, sir, we have the 
drop on you.“ He continued: 

What did Carmack see? The man who 
was threatening to shoot him He saw mur- 
der in the man's eye. He saw Cooper's son 
circling out behind him. He saw a man who 
had not spoken to him for months hiding be- 
hind a woman, saw him with outstretched 
hand. He heard no one gay: ‘ Canmack, 1 
am here on a peaceful errand.’ Instead, he 
heard: Now, sir, we have the drop on you.’ 

“Mrs. Eastman says she didn’t see Sen- 
ator Carmack fire and she does not think he 
did fire. If you believe otherwise you believe 
that Mrs. Eastman perjured herself.. She 
says she saw a young man, Robin, coming 
up from behind and then the firing began. 
And then, too, gentlemen, they murdered” 
Senator Carmack. I don’t care what your 
verdict is, whether you acquit or convict, but 
the Coopers entrapped and foully murdered 
E. W. Carmack.”

SPEAKER CANNON. * 

Next week Mr. Cannon will be elected 
speaker of the new house. There has 
been no serious doubt of it since the 
November election gave the Republicans 
the control of the house. That made his 
reélection inevitable, for it could not be 
assumed that the personal hostility of a 
few men would induce the majority to set 
aside the mah best qualified by experi- 
ence and natural ability and put a’ novice 
in his place. There is important work 
for the Sixty-first congress to do, and 
the house can perform its part of it more 
effectively under the leadership of Mr. 
Cannon than that of any other member. 

The house has made occasional mistakes 
in the choice of a speaker, though, as-a 
rule, its judgment has been good. No 
mistake was made when it selected Mr. 
Cannon six years ago. An attempt was 
made during the last campaign to make 
the voters believe that one of the desiz- 
able results of a.Democratic victory would 
be the deposition of Mr. Cannon. The 
voters refused to be convinced that that 
would be desirable. The complaints of 
some disgruntled representatives are still 
echoed here and there in a newspaper or 
magazine, but the general public is indit- 
ferent to them and would be much sur- 
prised if a Republican house were to 
make any other Republican speaker. 

Many of the so-called insurgents are at- 
tacking the rules of the house rather than 
Mr. Cannon. They say that the rules 
give the speaker too much power. Per- 
haps they do, but that is a question for 
the house itself to determine when :t 
comes up next week. And because it is 
the exclusive affair of the house, Presi- 
dent Taft naturally refuses to express an 
opinion one way or the other. 

In as large A body as the house better 
committees will be had by letting the 
speaker appoint them than if they were to 
be chosen by the house or party caucuses. 
It may be expedient to leave to the house 
the selection of the committee on rules, 
which has come to play so important a 
part in legislation. If the majority of 
the house shall see fit to make the change 
Mr. Cannon will accept it without ques- 
tion, as he will any other changes that 
may be made. As speaker of the house he 
looks on himself as its servant, bound to 
carry out its orders. 

Whatever may be the rules, Mr. Cannon 
will be the model speaker, observing the 
rules himself and making others do so, 
with no other thought than that of for- 
warding the business of the house. 


_ INTERMARRIAGE. : 
Science makes such quick work of theo- 
ries nowadays that no wise parent dares 
dogmatize oh anything but the rule of 
three.

Yet even here the practical 
policy of each party has exhibited a 
tendency toward rather than away from 
the other’s theoretical position, while on 
such questions as the regulation of inter- 
state commerce, trusts, and the like, de- 
spite striking and important differences 
of spirit and method, there is an under- 
lying community of purpgse, The tre- 
mendous and triumphant advantage of the 
Republican party lies not in a greater 
devotion to the national good nor a larger 
recognition of evils to be cured and serv- 
ice required, but in the solidity and wise- 
ly considerate character of its proposals, 
Half a century of the responsibilities and 
experience of office has given to the Re- 
publican party a power of constructive 
statesmanship the absence of which in 
the Democratic leadership has been la- 
mentably illustrated in the mushroom de 
vices and the panaceas of recent years. 
This being clear, the more thoughtful 
members of the latter party have been 
constrained, on higher grounds than party, 
to withhold approval of a program they 
have believed to be fraught with evil to 
the country, and therefore to the party, 
while they remained true to those gen- 
eral principles the party theoretically 
maintains and may in due time express in 
wiser forms. 

In such a situation it is not improper 
to give to conservative Democracy a place 
in the executive council. It by no means 
establishes a permanent rule or recog- 
nizes any right of the opposition to be 
represented in the cabinet. It is, how- 
ever, a graceful recognition of present 
conditions and a reminder that in the 
patriotic service of the republic there are 
no party lines. 


ELIOT FOR ST. JAMES. 

The United States would be greatiy 
honored by the appointment of President 
Eliot as ambassador to the court of St. 
James, The suggestion is one that is 
highly attractive. No man in the country 
is better fitted for this distinguished diplo- 
matic position. Dr. Eliot has withdrawn 


. from the conspicuous post of many years. 


But he is strong and well. His many 
notable qualifications stamp him as the 
most suitable person the United States 
has for its representative near the throns 
of Great Britain. 

Mr. Bryce has strengthened materially 
the ties of friendship between the two 
nations. A man of cabinet timber him- 
self, he has given his splendid talents to 
an ambassadorship that will be remem- 
bered long in the history of Anglo-Ameri- 
ean diplomacy. He has. been a welcome 
guest wherever he has gone in the United 
States.

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LTHOUGH the government of the

For, having 
been appointed minister here of the French 
republic by President Thiers,*he was at first 
received with open arms and then cold 
shouldered owing to the rumors which 
reached Washington concerning the mar- 
quise, and the responsibility for which some 
have ascribed to the late Dr. Thomas Evans, 
the well known American dentist of Napoleon 
III. and Empress Eugenie in Paris, while by 
others they were attributed to the friends of 
Minister Washburne. 

In fact, the situation became so unpleasant 


Washington that their stay did not extend 
beyorid a year, hastened, according to some, 
by a quiet intimation to the French govern- 
ment from the late Hamilton Fish, secretary 
of state, at the instance of President Grant. 
That the people at Washington were not alto- 
gether unreasonable in their attitude towards 
the marquise de Noallles is shown by the 
fact that she was subjected to a still more 
severe boycott on the part of the great world 
at Rome, to which capital her husband had 
been transferred after leaving the United 
Statés. 
ee 

It is unnecessary to go any further than to 
state that the marquise de Noailles, an ex- 
tremely showy looking woman with asg- 
gressive manners, was a sister of the 
notorious, not to say infamous, Marquise de 
Paiva, who was one of the queens of the 
half world of Paris during the last ten years 
of the empire, and is portrayed as such in all 
the Mterature dealing. with that.particular 
era. Like the marquise de Paiv'\, the mar- 
quise de Noallles had been born at Moscow 
as the daughter of a journeyman tailor of 
the name of Lachmann. All sorts of stories 
are current as to how they raised themselves 
from the humble condition of their early 
childhood. 

With regard to the elder, Blanche, it is 
well known that she lived for a time under 
the protection of the pianist, Hertz, who used 
to perform occasionally at Empress Eugénie’s 
Monday evening entertainments at St. Cloud. 
On one occasion he had the impudence to 
take Blanche Lachmann with him as Mme. 
Hertz. Recognized by some of the men 
present as a demi-mondaine, she was, by 
orders of the empress ignominiously ejected 
from the palace by the servants, Hertz, too, 
being shown the door. A few years later the 
wealth which she had managed to accumu- 
late enabled her to induce a penniless Portu- 
guese nobleman to bestow upon her his name 
and title. But when the marquis de Paiva 
realized the full degradation of the match 
he blew out his brains. 


i. 
The moral tone of Paris in those daye was 
low, and although the marquise de Paive 
was a public character yet the salons of her 
house in the Champs Plysées were thronged 
with diplomats, court dignitaries, politicians, 
statesmen, clubmen, foreigners of note, and 
the queens of the half world. Literary men 
injparticular were wont to congregate at the 
Motel Paiva, one of the rare exceptions being 
the well known novelist, Edmond About, who 
had incurred her animosity in connection 
with the famous onyx staircase, which was 
one of the features ot the establishment and 
of which she was mordinately proud. For 
when asked by her to write a dedication for 
these stairs with the object of having his 
lines engraved, in the fashion of the ancient 
Romans, on the first step, he sent her some 
verses which were epigrammatic rather than 
dedicatory and were scarcely of a kind which 
ehe cared to have engraved on her onyx 
stairs, since they began: 
Tout comme la vertu, le vice a ses degres.”’ 
During the war of 1870 the marquise 10 


information, culled in happier moments from 
the habitués of her salons, to the German 
governmefit that a discréet mente was 
maintained in Germany when in 1871 she 
became the wife of the immensely wealthy 
Silesian magnate then known as Count Guido 
Henckel Donnersmarck (now Prince Don- 
nersmarck), and one of the earliest uses to 
which she put ber new husband's wealth 
was to buy all Eugénie’s jewels that she could 
find in the market, and then proceed to 
have the empress’ own architect build for 
her in the wilds of Silesia a palace exactly 
like that of St. Cloud, from which she had 
been so ignominiously ejected by Eugenie. 
She died there, and her house fn Paris, which 
was the scene of so much revelry during 
her reign there as marquise de Paiva, is now 
the home of the Travelers’ club, to which 
so many Americans belong. ' 


a 

Eleonore, the other daughter of the Mos- 
cow tailor, Lachmann, bore the title of 
Countess Swiekoweka when she married the 
marquis de Noailles in 1868. But who the 
count de lekowska was, if indeed any such 
person ever existed, no one knows. The 
fact that ehe was the sister of a woman 
eo notorious as the marquise de Paiva and 
on terms of affectionate intimacy with her, 
was enough to give rise to all sorts of sup- 
posttlons and to cause the Noailles family 
to express horror at their kinsmah’s mes- 
alliance. At Rome the boycott of society 
took the form of an agreement, not only by 
the vatican party but also by the society 
frequenting the quirinal, to refuse to lease 
quarters to the merquis in any of their 
palaces, compelling him to reside with his 
wife at a hotel. It was merely by an exceed- 
ingly clever maneuver on his part and 
through the fact that the subordinate agent 
at Rome of the ex-king of Naples was 
ignorant of the existence of this boycott, that 
De Noailles was able to secure the first floor 
of the magnificent Palace Farnese, belonging 
to Franc of Naples, a palace in Which an 
ancester of the marquis—namely: Francois 
de Noallles, the friend and patron of Galileo, 
had resided while ambassador at Rome 300 
years previously. 

Naturally the marquis and marquise de 
Noailles became as much embittered against 
the people at Rome as they had been against 
those at Washington, and it is said that his 

tion in initiating that policy which reault- 

in the seizure of Tunis by France—of that 
Tunis which Italy had for years regarded 
as destined to become her own—was in- 
stigated by the marquise for the purpose of 
getting even with those who had subjected 
her to contumely. Certain it is that at Rome 
the De Noailles have always been regarded 
as responsible for the loss of Tunis to Italy, 
and at the funeral of the marquis the other 
day the ambassador of Italy was missing.

From Röme the De Noailles went to Con- 
stantinople, where they remained a number 
of years, the marquis having under hisorders 
as first secretary M. Hanotaux, who after- 
wards became minister of foreign affairs. 
On the death of his wife in 1892 the marquls, 
who was a brother of the late duc de Noallles, 


the pressing instance of Hanotaux who had 
meanwhile become minister bt foreign at- 
fairs, he accepted the post of ambassador 
at Berlin, where he became a great favorite, 
not only of the present kaiser but of every- 
body at court. For he was witty, wonder- 
fully well read, possessed a great knowledge 
of men and affairs, and as a grand seigneur 
and noble of great name and ancient lineage 
could afford to be simple, unaffected, free 
from pose, and democratic.

The entire state of Michigan, of which 
these islands are but a small part, contains 
less than 87,000,000 acres, which gives a 
slight clew to the size of the exaggeration I 
have named.

Government Heavy Loser. 


The damage was about a million dol 
which the government, which owns the — 
way, had to bear as a part ofa budget ot only 
$8,000,000. The loss was equal to the ruin of 
our own national property to the extent of 
$75,000,000 or $100,000,000. So railroad build 
ing is playing with the elements in something 
the same speculative fashion as building your 
house on the side of Mount Etna.

At the same time, no grace was offered to 
the American contractor—he looked forward 
to an overwhelmingly busy dry season—who 
had agreed to complete the connecting sec- 
tion of seventeen miles in sixteen months. 
Then vou may cross Costa Rica all the way 
by rail. This will make the fourth transcon- 
tinenta! line south of the United States. Mex- 
ico has a. line across the isthmus of Tehuan- 
tepec, into which she has poured money and 
ambition. 

At either terminus, Coatzacoalcos on the 
guif of Mexico and Salina Cruz on the Pa- 
cific, magnificent port works, in view of re- 
sults, have been built. Those at Salina Cruz 
alone cost more millions than Mexican states- 
men like to confess. The laborers having de- 
parted, no town of consequence remains. 
With the tide already filling the entrance 
with sand, the breakwater must be carried 
still farther out at further expense. 


Panama Canal Kills One Line. 


The cost of the 200 miles of line, finished so 
long after it was projected, was treble the 
amount estimated. S. Pearson & Son, the 
great English firm of contractors, were the 
builders and leading spirit of an enterprise— 
but themselves well cared for by the gov- 
ernment—by which Mexico hoped to be the 
passageway for an enormous traffic between 
the two oceans, which would otherwise go 
by the straits of Magellan. The Hawallan 
sugar plantations, using their own steamers 
on both oceans, send 500,000 tons of sugar 
every year to New York and Philadelphia 
by this route. 

But this contract will be up about the time 
that first steamer weds the Pacific and 
Atlantic at Panama. Then all that the Te- 
huantepec road will have will be local traffic, 
as a result of thé mistaken conception, in 
which foreign engineers encouraged the Mex- 
ican governinent, that the canal, of which our 
congress had talked for fifty years, would 
néver materialize. Certainly no isthmian 
railroad can stand competition in bulk freight 
with an isthmian canal. 

It was my original plan to go overland from 
Mexico to Guatemala City. The forty miles 
between terminals I was to make on mule- 
back. But time was an object with me, which 
is a mistake in the rainy season. The Pan- 
American line, so-called, runs from San 
Geronimo on the Tehuantepec road to the 
border. The first sign of a branch line was 
a wood burning locomotive from the Brooks 
Locomotive works, Dunkirk, N. T.. built in 
1881, which, in its travels to the junk pile, 
had found the antepenultimate stage in 
southern Mexico. 


Mexican Line Not Ready. 


There had been much talk in Mexico City 
about the Pan-American, which, I was told, 
had just been completed to the Guatemalan 
border. So it had—that is, a line of rails on 
a line of sleepers had been laid. Anybody 
who rides over it will feel no immediate call 
to horseback riding as an exercise. Trains 
were not running the whole distance. The 
manager, when I wired him down the line, 
answered that he would see me over the 
whole distance of 285 miles Inside of three 
days, if he had to take me on a @andcar. 
But at that rate on the completed section, 
how fast should I travel on the uncompleted 
section on the Guatemalan side? I decided 
for an all water route by steamer instead of 
the half water route by rail. 

The Pan-American—this is the only one of 
the connecting links with that highflown 
name—was not paying expenses, I was told, 
but had to maintain a daily service accord- 
ing to the terms of the concession from the 
Mexican government. Population and in- 
dustry are meager in this section of Mexico 
adjoining Guatemala. The coffee crop of 
scattered plantations is sent to market, and 
occasionally a native takes a ride to see what 
the sensation is like. And there you have 
the main reason, outside of political inter- 
ference, that holds back railroad develop- 
ment, which is dependent on the develop- 
ment of the most backward countries in the 
world. The passenger must have money be- 
fore he can ride; crope must be grown before 
they can be transported. 
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PREPARE DETAILS 
OF AN L MERGER. 


Unification Leaders to Present 
Facts to Different Roads 
in Three Weeks: 


GUARANTEE OF $4,000,000. 


Promoters Consider Creation of 
Big Cash Fund to Baek the 
Payment of Rentals. 


Definite figures concerning the proposed 


_ unification of Chicago’s elevated railroads 


will be submitted to the officials of the dif- 
ferent companies some time within the next 
three weeks. 

According to Ira M. Cobe, vice president 
of the Assets Realization company; Emil K. 
Boisot, vice president of the First Trust 
and Savings bank, and Samuel Insull, 
president of the Commonwealth Edison com- 
pany, who formulated the general plan for 
the consolidation, no definite agreement has 
yet been entered into between them and the 
officials of the elevated roads. 

The general merger plan was submitted in 
an informal way to the officials of the roads 
several weeks ago and the roads agreed it | 
would “ be a good thing to consolidate.” The | 
officials also said they would look over fig- 
ures presented to them with this proposition 
in view. 


Agree Merger Is Good Thing. 


“That is as far as the consolidation plan 
has progressed, said Mr. Cobe, yesterday. 
*“ We have merely attempted to get the ideas 
of the different elevated men on the proposi- 
tion before we went into figures. They all 
have agreed that a merger would be a good 
thing if properly conducted, Now it is up to 
us to go into facts and figures. Maybe we 
will make a deal and maybe we won't.“ ' 
* Numerous wild reports regarding the pro- 
posed merger have been circulated since the 
idea was presented by the three promoters. 
One report had it that the central company, 
which wants to operate all of the roads as a 
unit, would be capitalized for $36,000,000. 

Such a capitalization would be absurd.“ 
said Mr. Cobe. We don’t know yet what 
the capital stock might be. One thing is sure, 
however, and that is that the capital will be 
all paid up.“ 

Universal transfers and other improve- 
ments which have been mentioned have not 
been discussed as yet by the promoting com- 
pany. Improvement of the entire elevated 
service will result, however, it is said, if the 
consolidation is effected. 


$4,000,000 Guarantee Fund. 


It was learned the leasing plan proyides 
for a guarantee fund of $4,000,000 in Cash. 
This fund is to be used to guarantee the pay- 
ment of rentals which may be agreed upon 
if the deal goes through. Some of the ele- 
vated people thought the guarantee should 
be larger, but it was held by the promoters 
of the plan that $4,000,000 in cash is suffi- 
cient. There has been talk of having securi- 
ties in the fund, but the objectionable feature 
of such a gtarantee is said to, be that with a 
shrinkage in market values there follows a 
shrinkage in the fund. 

The promoters are now endeavoring to fig- 
ure out what they shall offer the several 
companies in the way of rentals. The South 
Side elevated could resume dividends in a 
small way, it is said, and the Metropolitan 
people think they are in a position to pay 
3 per cent. The Northwestern Elevated 
expects to begin paying dividends at the rate 
of 4 per cent next July if the present plan 
does not carry. 

Based on these earnings, together with the 
great saving which will be effected, the 
stockholders, of the Metropolitan and South 
Side Elevated feel they should be accorded 
a rental at the beginning which they are 
already earning. 


Leasing Plan Favored. 

The belief is general that the leasing plan 
will finally be adopted. It is recognized that 
something must be done about the Union 
Loop, and it has been argued that rerout- 
ing of the cars under one management is 
the best solution offered at this time. This 
rerouting has been insisted upon by the city, 
and it is said the elevated railroads realize 


now more strongly than ever that they must 


get together.

Without any promotion fees, commis- 
sions, or other expenses save the neces- 
sary ones, the members of the reorganiza~- 
tion committee ot the United Boxboard and 
Pa per Company have cleanéd up that cor- 
poration’s affairs and the property has been 
turned over to the committee.

Report of Committee. 

The bid of your reorganization committee 
for the purchase of all the assets and prop- 
erty, both real and personal, of the United 


Boxboard and Paper company was filed in. 


the chancery court of New Jersey Jan. 27, 
and the hearing upon same was set for Feb. 
7, and notice of such hearing was given to 
all creditors, stockholders’, and other parties 
in interest. Upon the hearing on Feb. 17 no 
objections were entered, and the court or- 
dered the bid accepted and the entire prop- 
erty of the United Boxboard and Paper com- 
pany turned over to the reorganization com- 
mittee, who will, at the proper time, after 
paying out of the fund created by the assess- 
ments “he floating indebtedness of the old 
company, sell the same to the new company 
already formed. 

“Attorneys are now at work under the di- 
rection of the court preparing the details of 
such transfer, to the intent that the rights 
and privileges of all parties in interest may 
be safeguarded. The new company has been 
formed with a capital of $15,000,000, under

Committee Has Raised 8900, 000. 

Up to the present time over $900,000 has 
been paid, and 97 per cent of the preferred 
stockholders have deposited their stock in ac- 
cordance with the plans of your committee.

CHICAGO, March 10.—Firmness prevailed in the 
market for all breakfast cereale, while canned 
goods were more sparingly offered at unchanged 
values, and the market for dried fruits showed 
more stability at steady to firm prices. Large 
shipments of apricots abroad and an exceptionally 
broad domestic consumptive demand have fur- 
nished an outlet for nearly all of the unusually 
large crop of this fruit, and advices from the coast 
indicated that stocks in first hands were of such 
insignificant proportions that heavy orders could 
not be filled without a great deal of difficuky.
